The  main  border  shows  on  a  red  ground  in 
white  and  blue  cartouche  motives  which  are  an  evolution  of 
borders  with  Cufic  inscription.  The  centre  field  has  a  bold 
all-over  pattern  of  straight  short  stems,  large  conventionalized 
rosace  flowers  and  white  conventionalized  arabesque  leaves  on 
deep  indigo  blue  background.  The  well-proportioned,  beauti- 
ful design  of  this  rug  combines  the  grace  of  the  18th  century 
rugs  with  the  dignity  of  the  sixteenth  century  weaves.

A  fine  example  of  the  well-known  type  of  Turkish  rugs  that 
is  found  represented  on  the  paintings  of  the  Italian  masters 
of  the  16th  century,  and  particularly  on  paintings  by  Hol- 
bein.  The  centre  field  of  the  rug  shows  in  yellow  on  red  back- 
ground with  touches  of  indigo  blue  an  archaic  pattern  of 
arabesque  flowers  and  stems.  The  main  border  framed  by  two 
small  borders;  it  has  large  rosace  flowers  attached  to  conven- 
tionalized undulated  stems  on  indigo  blue  background.  This 

border  indicates  that  the  rug  is  of  the  early  17th  century, 
rather  than  of  the  16th.  Several  specimens  of  the  same  type 
are  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.
